It seems like | was just sending the newsletter following the wedding for my wife and |, 
which occurred three years ago this past August 18th. That particular newsletter featured 
a few medals celebrating a wedding of their own—namely that of Germans Ernst August 

and Viktoria Louise in 1913, which turned out to be the last large scale meeting of 

European royalty before the outbreak of World War |. As luck would have it, our upload 
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this month has another of those such medals featuring the royal couple. Meanwhile, 
Christina and | took a photo on our three-year anniversary, somewhat channeling the vibe 


set by those medals from three years ago, as well as the one in this upload... 





Ours isn't the only anniversary to be celebrated, however, as any fan of our oft-listed 
Swedish medals will recognize the name of Sporrong & Company. This medal factory 
originally began as a belt manufacturer in 1666, with ownership and name changes 
following suit over the centuries. In 1842, it was taken over by Carl Claes Sporrong, who 
lent it a new, and still current, name. A century later, a medal was issued by Sporrong to 
celebrate this historic anniversary. The end result was a piece of medallic art that 
commemorated the art of medals in their own right... 
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This month’s upload also features three different medals in the automobile realm, with 
none more astonishing and historic than one issued as a prize medal (a “gold” prize at 
that) for the First International Automobile Exhibition and Race Meet held in Chicago in 
1900. This rather large and hefty medal (measuring 63mm in diameter and 8mm thick, as 
well as weighing nearly 175 grams) has a bit of controversy surrounding its awarding. 
Suffice to say, it’s worth the click to read the whole story, as it certainly makes any piece 
with a story to tell all the more historically interesting and important in one’s collection 
Plus, it is from the dawn of the automobile era, and it is very difficult to find anything any 
earlier than this relating to the concept of the “horseless carriage...” 
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Lastly, we have a few interesting departures in this upload, as you will notice things that 
are certainly not in the vein of medallic art. Four different Russian icons—dating from the 
mid-19th century to the opening years of the 20th century—grace this month's items, with 
three of the four featuring a rather embellished piece of metalwork (known as an “oklad” 
or “riza”) atop their painted wood surfaces. The combination of artistry and craftsmanship 
places these items, in my mind, well within the scope of what we like to offer here. For 
example, there is this icon of “Our Lady of Vladimir,” featuring the Theotokos (Virgin 
Mary) and Christ as a child... 
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...of an even more icon-ic rendition, that of “Christ Pantokrator...”
